The meeting was called to order at 8:30 am with the pledge of allegiance to the flag. 
The minutes of the May 11, 2009 meeting were read and approved.

Commissioners are in receipt of a letter submitted by Central Ohio Coal Company requesting a Phase I 
release for 217.1 acres affected by the aforementioned coal mine and reclamation permit, located in Section
Nos. 11, 12, 13 and 14, Meigsville Township, Morgan County, Ohio.

Mrs. Montgomery noted animals 
need to be tagged by June 5th. Helping Children Cope with Divorce is scheduled for May 19th, Basics to a 
Household Budget is scheduled for June 8th, from 10am - noon. Any interested individuals should contact 
the Extension Office to register. Chris Penrose will be presenting at the Annual Farm Bureau meeting on 
June 6th. The Hospitality training is being rescheduled due to scheduling conflicts with the presenter. Mrs.
